The mall was first announced in 1974. The W,einer Co. purchased 


30(1 acres between Pipestone road, 1-04 and Napier avenue. No 
stores have yet been built. 


Word that construction would begin at the mall was received as 


a setback by the city planning commission because (he mall will 
draw business away from the city. 


In a roundtable discussion at the Benton Harbor Holiday Inn, the 


planning commission informally agreed that long range planning 
for the city will have to be changed and City Manager James 
Peeples, Jr., suggested that Uio city will have to focus on 
development of "service-oriented" businesses such as office 
complexes and government buildings.

A recent report in your news­ 
paper quoted Ron Momany, our 
new airport manager, as saying 
that 
Itoss Field could 
lose 
$40.(XX! a year in revenue if the 
airport fuel concession is turned 
over to a private operator Quite 
frankly I'm amazed that there is 
that much revenue produced, 
since everyone within 50 miles 
of here knows about the “ rip- 
off" price being charged, (ten 
cents 
more 
than 
anywhere 
else.) 


Our airport has the dubious 
distinction of being one of only 
two airports in Michigan still 
following this restrictive prac­ 
tice of not allowing free en­ 
terprise Because of this and 
other problems well known to 
all aircraft owners and pilots, 
six fixed base operations have 
come and gone (under) here in 
Benton Harbor in six years 
Currently there is no full-ser­ 
vice agency on the field If a 
public aviation operator is to 
survive, he mast be able to get 
his fuel at wholesale bulk rate. 
And the revenue from fuel sales 


is normally what m akes the 
difference between survival and 
failure in the business. 


Air Freight, Air Ambulance. 
Charter Flights, etc. are now 
only being obtained by calling 
Stockert Flying Service in South 
Bend. Local citizens, business­ 
men, and pilots have to take

their business out of town. The 
only repair station close is at 
Andrews 
University. 
(They 
have full service, and most of 
the local pilots keep their planes 
down there now where they have 
good hangers, cheap gas, and 
licensed mechanics when need­ 
ed.) 


When I started flying in 1967 
our airport was always bustling 
with traffic. Now it is almost a 
ghost airport like Chicago Mid­ 


way (only on a smaller scale.) 
Is it to slowly die like the city? 
The airport board had better 
wist' up pretty quick. Our city is 
losing more than fuel revenue. 
It is losing its life, and air 
transportation is a vital part of 
its support, and I don’t just 
mean North Central, & W hirl­ 
pool. I mean public flying. 
Small one-man businesses use a 
small airplane to find new 
m arkets. Saluto foods had a 
Bet'chcraft Bonanza a few years 
ago. and they covered half the 
country in that little plane and 
built up a fabulous business. 


The small business man needs 
mobility, and efficiency. The 
airport board has only a few 
small planes on the field now 
They should make an effort to 
make them welcome before 
everyone moves away.

Tyranny Of 


Juvenile Hoods 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Buried 
somewhere 
in 
the 
records of the millions of crimes 
that have already been commit­ 
ted in America this Bicentennial 
year, 
there 
is 
a 
statistic 
representing 
the 
Robertson 
Bennett family of Fort Collins, 
Colo. There is a case number, 
an account of the crime and an 
assessment of property lost but 
there is nothing to indicate the 
spiritual damage done. In this 
case, as in so many others that 
will occur this annum, the bru­ 
talization of the emotions of the 
victims is the real crime. 


The incident in question here 
was savage enough. A month 
ago a vandal broke into the 
Bennett home and system a­ 
tically, 
room-by-room, 
des­ 
troyed not 
only things but 
dream s and memories. Furni­ 
ture was turned over, dresser 
drawers were emptied, clothes, 
books and papers were thrown 
on the floor. 


Not satisfied with merely up­ 
setting order, the vandal went 
totally berserk and killed a 
small dog, wrapping the body in 
bloody sheets. Antiques were 
ruined, memorabilia turned to 
ash. In the end there was an es­ 
timated $40.000 in losses. 


On seeing the results of the 
vandalism for the first time, 
Mrs. Bennett collapsed. Indeed, 
on capturing the culprit, police 
told the Bennetts the person was 
severely unstable, confessing 
that 
he 
burned 
the 
home 
“ because that’s the way the In­ 
dians did it,” and said that he 
hadn’t wanted to kill all the 
dogs, just two of them, but the 
third had to die because it 
wouldn’t be fair to the first and 
second. 


Yet that was about all the 


police would say of the suspect. 
The Bennetts were told he had 
vandalized 
before, 
probably 
numerous times, perhaps com­ 
m itting other crim es as well, 
but because of his age — 17 — 
his 
identity 
could 
not 
be 
divulged. Colorado state law 
forbids the release of any infor­ 
mation 
concerning 
suspects 
under 18. The boy’s name will 
never be printed in the news­ 
papers because of the same law. 
In fact, the Bennetts are not 
even sure they will be able to 
find out the determination of his 
court case. 


And so the Bennetts are left to 
blindly grope for answers to 
their frustrations. They have 
been told the boy is free until his 
trial and they are worried he 
might return. They are con­ 
cerned that without energetic 
(their own) prosecution of the 
case, the boy will be let go again 
to rob and despoil the property 
and values of somebody else. 


America has become a nation 
where people under the age of 18 
commit nearly half of all the 
known 
serious 
crim es, 
yet 
juvenile justice and delinquency 
prevention starve for m eaning­ 
ful concern 
except 
by 
the 
increasingly numerous victims. 


Publicize them? Lock them 
away? It has done no good in the 
past. And yet neither has the 
Father Flanagan philosophy 
that a kid is not responsible for 
his sins. I confess I haven’t the 
answer for the Bennetts or the 
problem, except to submit that 
the nation must find itself 
again, in order for its children 
to do the same. The alternative 
is readily apparent — it is 
where

Henry Jackson's 
victory in Massachusetts, party 
officials and activists from all 
over the country have been urg­ 
ing Humphrey to change his 
mind about staying out of the 
primaries and become an active 
candidate.

Humphrey said His ratings in 
the popularity polls must have 
remained 
as 
high 
as 
they 
currently are, and no other 
Democrat had demonstrated he 
could win enough support for 
the nomination. 


Humphrey’s resistance to en­ 
tering the presidential contest is 
bast'd on pragmatism, not any 
lack of desire for the job he has 
sought off and on since 1960. It 
is too late now, he believes, to 
mount the necessary organiza­ 
tion to do well. 


He is surprised that 
his 
popularity has remained steady 
in the face of all the media at­ 
tention given the Dem ocrats 
running in the primaries. A few 
months ago he predicted to me 
that he would fade in the public 
opinion polls once the prim aries 
began producing winners. That 
has not yet happened. 


He pointed out that the new 
proportional 
representation 
system means no single can­ 
didate is likely to win all the 
delegates of any one state, as 
was possible in past elections. 
Gov. George Wallace will hold a 
sizable chunk of delegates away 
from 
the other 
candidates. 
Favorite son candidacies in 
Illinois, Texas and perhaps 
California will siphon away still 
more delegates. Sen. Frank 
Church is planning what is es­ 
sentially a regional campaign, 
hoping to collect votes in the 
Western states. 


Thus, it might be possible 
that the delegates would be so 
divided a popular latecom er 
culd sweep the convention. But 
that depends, in large part, on 
Sen Henry Jackson. If Jack­ 
son’s well-financed and or­ 
ganized campaign carries him 
on to victory in New York and 
Pennsylvania, he may well be 
unstoppable.

B(‘nton Harbor Mercy hospital's hypt*rtension clinic is sponsor­ 
ing hiKh blood pressure tests Friday for residents of Harbor 
Towers in Benton Harbor, according to Dr James Greene, HI. 
head of the clinic. 


Nurses from the clinic will be available at the senior citizens 
apartment complex to give the tests, act ordinx to Dr Greene 


He said the tests for high blood prt'ssure, or hypertension, are 
important in detecting the disease which has no symptoms but 
causes extensive damage to vital organs. He said the damage 
resjuJts in strokes, heart or kidney failure. 


Dr. Greene estimated that there are 2<),(KHI people in the Berrien, 
Cass and Van Buren counties who have high bl(«)d pr<*ssure and 
said at least half are not aware they have the dist'ase. Once de- 
ttvtt*d, high blood pressure can be controled with drugs, Dr. 
Gn*»*ne said, thus forestalling damage to blood vessels and vital 
organs.

In such an 
emergency, it is extremely 
valuable because its use does 
not depend on bkwd types. Con- 
sequently, it can Ire used safely 
for "transfusion" before whole 
blood is available.

all its secrets.

M r. J.G ., Miss. 


Dear Mr. G.: 


A spirin is not dangerous to 
the heart. In fact, there is now a 
concept that a single asp irin 
taken daily m ay play an im por­ 
tant role in the actual p rev en ­ 
tion of coronary artery disease. 
This is based on the fact that 
aspirin, taken over a long period 
of tim e, does have a distinct 


“ blood thinning" tendency. 


Of course, this should not be 
tric'd w ithout the specific ins­ 
tructions of one’s doctor. For it 
is well known that patients with 
a tendency to stom ach and 
duodenal ulcers should never 
take aspirin. P atien ts d irectly 
after surgery are usually told to 
avoid asp irin because of the 
slight tendency to bleed because 
of it. 


Aspirin is a rem arkable drug. 
Like any other dru g , it should 
not be taken over a long period 
of tim e without the advice of a 
doctor.

Blood plasm a is a w atery fluid 
that m akes up about 55 per cent 
of the total volum e of blood. The 
rest is com post'd of red and 
w hite blood cells, horm ones, 
m inerals, p latelets and m any 
other cellular elem ents. 


P lasm a is separated from all 
of these cellular elem ents and is 
bottled and m ade available for 
em ergency use. 
In such an 
em ergency, 
it 
is 
extrem ely 
valuable because its use does 
not depend on blood types. Con­ 
sequently, it can be used safely 
for “ transfusion” before whole 
blood is available.

ALLEGAN — Allegan county 
com m issioners learned yester­ 
day that only the fabled Lloyd’s 
of London appears willing to 
underwrite insurance coverage 
for five sheriff's departm ent 
squad cars. 


At the request of the board's 
finance committee, Allegan in­ 
surance agent John Kyes ap­ 
peared before the board to 
report that the London firm had 
set a prelim inary prem ium of 


$5,000 annually for the five ears 
on a $500 deductible basis. 


He said the departm ent’s 
coverage had been canceled by- 
two m ajor com panies in the 
closing months of last year 
because of a high loss ratio. 
Kyes said he had been able to 
obtain 
m inimum 
coverage 
through the state’s high risk 
pool. 


He said the present coverage 
applies only to accidents in 


which drivers of sheriff’s cars 
are not at fault. 


The departm ent’s cars were 
involved in 12 m ajor accidents 
in 1975 with a total insured loss 
of $7,092. Kyes said. He indicat­ 
ed deputies were held at fault in 
half of those accidents and 
sheriff’s cars were involved in 
two more accidents this year.

Wharton said the remaining 
two years on Stolz’ $29.IXNI con­ 
tract would be honored. Seven 
assistant coaches have just had 
their contracts renewed for one 
year. 


“ No one relished seeing two 
individuals penalized in this 
fashion for actions they may 
well have felt were generally 
accepted 
in 
intercollegiate 
athletics and were in the best 
interests of a strong athletic 
program.” Wharton said. 


He said the university com­ 
mittee felt Stolz “ inherited a 
situation in which there were 
strong suspicions of improprie­ 
ties and that he took vigorous 
corrective steps Mr Smith has 
devoted many loyal years to the 
university and 1 am sure he 
believed he was acting in the 
interests of a strong competitive 
program,” Wharton said. 


“However, in the wake of the 
recent NCAA investigation and 
penalties 
against 
Michigan 
State University, we cannot 
condone or overlook violations 
of the spirit or the letter of 
university or conference rules. 


“If we are to restore unques­ 
tioned integrity to Michigan 
State University athletics, we 
have no choice but to rebuild 
our athletic program from the 
top down,” Wharton concluded. 


Stolz, in his resignation letter 
to Wharton, defended his con­ 
duct over the past three years.

miKhty Buckeyes and — however briefly — returned the Spartans 
lo the national football spotlight. 


The memory of that golden victory lias been tarnished by the 


events of the. pas! year, and on Tuesday Stote was In seclusion, 
refusing to talk about his forced resignation. 


His quitting has capped the sorry unearthings of wrongdoing in 


MSU's football program, and while the Investigation goes on and 
more housecleaning may follow, little can match the toppling of 


. the head coach. 


• Stair, was never formally found guilty of anything, and never 
admitted any wrongdoing. The. additional information which led 
to the request for his resignation remains secret. 


Slob.' departure leaves the Spartan program in a shambles, 


with only an'assistant staff on hand for the start of spring practice 
.this month. There is ho strong man upstairs to' hold things 
'.together — new athletic director Joseph Kearney starts next 
•month and must immediately face finding a new coach. 


The. effects of the continued shakeup at Michigan State, — two 


head coaches, an assistant coach, au athletic director, a university 
vice president all cither dumped or moved aside — on the players' 
themselves and new recruits can only be imagined. Meanwhile, 
IhC'fate of the department is in the hands of President Clifton 
Wharton, not a football fan and very closed-mouthed about who 
did what wrong.

Stolz took the MSU reins from Duffy Dausherty as a man who 


would bring the Spartans back lo national prominence. .He 
inherited a sorry crew his first year, hut managed to emerge 
almost even at 5-6 with his conservative, defense-oriented football. 


Next year was the.banner year, as the Spartans'sneaked up to 


finish i'ust half a game out of the Big Ten lead. Stolz was named 
Bis Ten coach of the, year, and the'upset of Ohio State and the 
Spartans' 7-3-1 record led to national ranking and predictions of 
conference contention for 1975.

But last year was an unending series of disappointments, from

Stolz Ends Spartan Football Career 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The highlight of Denny Stolz’ 
abbreviated coaching career at Michigan State came late on a 
November afternoon in 1974 when a chunky fullback named Levi 
Jackson raced 88 yards down the MSU sideline to beat Ohio State. 


Stolz was carried off the field that day. having stunned the 
mighty Buckeyes and — however briefly — returned the Spartans 
to the national football spotlight. 


The memory of that golden victory has been tarnished by the 
events of the past year, and on Tuesday Stolz was in seclusion, 
refusing to talk about his forced resignation 


His quitting has capped the sorry unearthings of wrongdoing in 
MSU’s football program, and while the investigation goes on and 
more housecleaning may follow, little can match the toppling of 
the head coach 


Stolz was never formally found guilty of anything, and never 
admitted any wrongdoing. The additional information which led 
to the request for his resignation remains secret. 


Stolz’ departure leaves the Spartan program in a shambles, 
with only an assistant staff on hand for the start of spring practice 
this month. There is no strong man upstairs to hold things 
together — new athletic director Joseph Kearney starts next 
month and must immediately face finding a new coach. 


The effects of the continued shakeup at Michigan State — two 
head coaches, an assistant coach, an athletic director, a university 
vice president all either dumped or moved aside — on the players 
themselves and new recruits can only be imagined. Meanwhile, 
the* fate of the department is in the hands of President Clifton 
Wharton, not a football fan and very closed-mouthed about who 
did what wrong. 


Stolz took the MSU reins from Duffy Daugherty as a man who 
would bring the Spartans back to national prominence. He 
inherited a sorry crew his first year, but managed to emerge 
almost even at 5-6 with his conservative, defense-oriented football. 


Next year was the banner year, as the Spartans sneaked up to 
finish just half a game out of the Big Ten lead. Stolz was named 
Big Ten coach of the year, and the upset of Ohio State and the 
Spartans' 7-3-1 record led to national ranking and predictions of 
conference contention for 1975. 


But last year was an unending series of disappointments, from 
the NCAA probe clouding the entire program to the Spartan’s 
lackluster play and 7-4 record. Many who had praised Stolz’ style 
in winning now criticized his lack of flair in planning the MSU 
attack.
